was never brought up, The first amendment of the Constitution 
is being violated and it would never happen to a white 
newsman,

PREMPEH described himself as being 46 years of 
age, born in Boston, Massachusetts.

On June 18, 1963, Detective Raymond J. 
Clarke, Bureau of Special Services, New York City 
Police Department (NYCPD), advised that at 8:00 PM 
on June 17, 1963, Louis Michaux, leader of the 
African Nationalists in America, began to speak in 
front of his bookstore at 125th Street and Seventh 
Avenue, New York City, which store serves as the 
headquarters for Michaux' organization. 


Michaux was introduced to the crowd of 
about: 350 people assembled at the corner of 125th 
Street and Seventh Avenue by Alex Prempeh, who is 
a member of the African Nationalists in America. 


As soon as Michaux began to speak he was . 
heckled by the crowd assembled at Seventh Avenue and 
125th Street and when a Negro patrolman told a Negro 
street vendor to move on, the crowd grew angry and a 
spontaneous fight broke out among the Negroes assembled 
at 125th Street and Seventh Avenue, New York City.

A call was made for additional reinforce- 
ments from the NYCPD to handle the crowd and before 
they arrived the window of Herbert's Jewelry Store, 
125th Street and Seventh Avenue, New York City, was 
broken by some person or persons in the crowd who 
hurled objects at it. 


At about 9:15 PM, when the NYCPD had . 
succeeded in queiling this fight, a group of Negro 
teenagers marched south on Seventh Avenue to the 
125th Street area, overturning trash cans and litter- 
ing the streets as they marched. This mob of teenagers 
was broken up by the NYCPD and 25 Negro teenagers were 
arrested on charges of disorderly conduct. 


Just prior to the arrival of the mob of 
teenagers, a Negro named John Ed Davis, self-appointed 
leader of the African Freedom Movement, attempted 
to address the crowd. He was unsuccessful because the 
the NYCPD began to clear the area to prevent any 
further outbreaks of trouble.
